I T IS Mariah Carey’s shame 
— and sister Alison’s hell! 

The National ENQUIRER 
has obtained a shocking, 
world-exclusive image of 
the pop diva’s beleaguered 
big sister at the antiseptic am- 
bulatory surgery hall of a Long 
Island mental hospital. 

The photograph shows the 
anguished Alison seemingly 
unconscious and strapped to 
a gurney while being wheeled 
out of Brookhaven Memorial 
Hospital Medical Center. 

That is the same facility from 
which Alison, 54, previously 
phoned The ENQUIRER in a 
bid to secure her freedom.

In a July 29 story. The EN- 
QUIRER reported how Alison 
dramatically told us she was 
being held at the facility 
against her will by her evil 
mother, Patricia Hickey, and 
a Long Island lawyer named 
Stephen Grossman. 

During the phone 
conversation with 
Alison, a heroin- 
addicted ex-pros- 
titute and mother 
of four, she des- 
perately pleaded 
with the “I’ll Be 
There’’ pop prin- 
cess to help her 
to freedom. 

“I need a law- 
yer to get me 


out of this hospital because 
there is no reason to keep 
me in here for three months,” 
she said. 

It is a request that has seem- 
ingly fallen on deaf ears, as 
Mariah, 45, unrepentantly 
lives in a $10,000-a-night 
beachside Malibu rental. 

She has also recently been 
spotted partying at luxe 
Malibu eatery Nobu and 
throughout Europe with her 
new billionaire boyfriend, 
James Packer. 

Meanwhile, Alison, who is 
HIV-positive, told The EN- 
QUIRER she has been rotting 
at the hospital since a mystery 
man attacked her in her home 
and stole jewelry four months 


ago. “I don’t remember get- 
ting in a car with this person, 
and I don’t remember going 
to my house. But I remember 
being at my house and he was 
taking my jewelry,” Alison 
said. 

The striking image was 
ripped from a surveillance 
camera inside the hospital. 
They show Alison guarded by 
grim-faced orderlies and stoic, 
suit-clad hospital personnel. 

A time stamp shows that at 
9:22 a.m. on July 23 she was 
wheeled down a hallway. A 
minute later, the gurney on 
which she is seemingly in- 
capacitated is guided out of 
what appears to be a hospital 
service entrance, ne

“but now it looks like she’s on 
the verge of a meltdown.” 



As The National ENQUIR- 
ER reported, troubled Paris 
slashed her wrists and guz- 
zled pills in 2013. 

In the aftermath of the sui- 
cide bid, Michael Jackson’s 
daughter had grown closer to 
her mother. But now The EN- 
QUIRER can reveal Debbie, 
56, hasn’t seen her daughter 
in over a year. 

According to a family insid- 
er, relatives are terrified after 
Paris, 17, revealed her fragile 
state on social media. 

“In video clips with her 
18-year-old boyfriend, Ches- 
ter Castellaw, Paris acts 
crazy,” said the pal. 

“She grabs hold of his face 
sings: This is my baby, if 
flirt with him. touch him, 
talk to him, thinkabout him, 
even look at him, I will slit 
your throat!”’ 

ne psychologist who 
saw this footage conclud- 
ed: “This is definitely not 
healthy.” 

As The ENQUIRER 
reported, Paris was 
planning to get hitched 
when she turns 18! "I'm 
afraid if she tries to 
push Chester into 
marriage, he’ll dump 
her, then all hell will 
break loose,” added 
the source. 


I T MAY have all been wine 
and roses for troubled

VERNON SAID HE and Keith 
hooked up in Nashville in 
1993 and soon began writing 
songs together. 

“We became friends, then 
best friends, then we became 
freakishly inseparable.

But while working 
with Keith’s band on 
the 1997 album "The 
Ranch," the pair found 
deadly new friends — 
drugs. 


“The drugs were just 
‘there,’” Vernon said. “It was 
weed, cocaine and crack. 

“The dealers lived near the 
studio. We all got into it. Keith 
more than anyone.” 

Vernon also told how Keith 
had a big appetite for drugs, 
but could be very selfish when 
it came to sharing. 

He added: “Keith’s thing was 
crack, and lots of it. He was 
the big rock star, so he always 
got the first pick of the drugs 
when they turned up. 

“He’d take a rock for a 
hit, then take more and 
hide them in his pocket or 
somewhere. 

He’d go off on benders and

“He’d take the hit and crawl 
under beds, crawl across 
roofs, walk off and vanish — 
not come up for days.” 

KEITH, 47, has been open 
with his 48-year-old wife 
about his past drug abuse. 

“I was going to lose it all,” 
he said in an interview. 

“It was like, ‘If I don’t 
choose this moment to do 
the right thing and do some- 
thing that’s going to give 
me life, all of the things I’m 
scared of losing. I’m going to 
lose anyway.’” 

Keith checked into rehab in 
1998, had a brief relapse in 
2000 and entered rehab for a 
third time in 2006 — the year 
he and Nicole wed. 

Vernon could only watch as 
Keith went on to stardom. 

“Keith was everywhere. The 


newspaper in Nashville fea- 
tured him all the time. He was 
on ‘American Idol,’ he had 
married Nicole. If I had told 
him years earlier he would be 
on ‘American Idol,’ I swear he 
would have hit me and told 
me to take it back, ‘That’s as 
low as you go!’ ” Vernon said. 

When asked how he’d react 
if he saw Keith again now, af- 
ter all they had been through, 
Vernon became teary-eyed. 

He said: “Yes, he can be a 
hard-nosed, ball-assed son 
of a b— h. Yes, he ruined me. 
Yes, he’s become a bit too 
obsessed with his hair. 

“But, man, I tell you we 
would still hug like brothers 
and there would still be mag- 
ic there if we sat down and 
wrote a song.” 

Added the insider: “That’s 
just what Nic is worried 
about! That he’ll fall in with 
his old drug buddies in Nash- 
ville and fly off the rails.” ne

Mass shooter posted online tributes to other monsters 


P SYCHO killer Chris- 
topher Harper Mer- 
cer — who savagely 
slaughtered nine 
students and injured 
many others before 
being cut down in 
a hail of police gunfire — 
dreamed of dancing with the 
devil! 

“I’ll be welcomed in hell ... 
and embraced by the Devil!” — 
those were the chilling words 
from a sick, rambling note the 
Umpqua Community College 
killer gave to a random person 
at the school before he began 
a murderous rampage in tiny 
Roseburg, Ore. 

Mercer’s death-wish memo 
also contained rants about his 
hatred of black men and his 
sexual frustration. 

The demented killer, who 
was armed to the teeth for 
the attack with an assault rifle 
and five pistols, including a 
9mm Clock, was described by 
authorities as a “hate-filled” 
individual with anti-religion, 
anti-government and white 
supremacy leanings. A trail 
of horrifying posts and in- 
sane manifestos confirms 
that portrait. 

“I have an elaborate plan ... 
Needless to say; it shall be glo- 
rious,” read a twisted Internet 


post on the message board 
4Chan addressed to “fellow 
robots” that authorities be- 
lieve was posted anonymously 
by Mercer. 

The post also wished readers 
“an enjoyable Elliot Rodger 
day” — a reference to the man 
who killed six people near the 
Santa Barbara University cam- 
pus last year. “Personally, I will 
mark this day’s celebration of 
our Hero’s deeds.” 

He concluded with an omi- 
nous warning: “Don’t go to 
school tomorrow if you are 
in the northwest” in the early 
morning hours of Oct. 1. The 
first shots were fired at UCC 
at 10:38 a.m. 

Mercer advised that a “‘hap- 
pening thread will be posted 
tomorrow morning. So long 
space robots ... Won’t say more 
to [sic] much to prepare.’” 

The FBI has been poring 
over another website that 
Mercer operated. In an Aug. 31 
post, the killer wrote a sicken- 
ing tribute to fellow murderer 
Vester Flanagan, who gunned 
down a Virginia TV reporter 
and cameraman on live televi- 
sion in August. 

He wrote: “A man named 
Vester Flanagan opened fire 
on two former colleagues on 
live TV. He also recorded his

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own footage of the event. 
While reading about the 
event, I read some excerpts of 
his manifesto the media was 
releasing. And I have to say, 
anyone who knew him could 
have seen this coming. People 
like him have nothing left to 
live for and the only thing left 
to do is lash out at a society 
that has abandoned them.” 

Mercer went on, sounding 
star-struck with the infamy 
that murderers attract. 

“On an interesting note, I 
have noticed that so many 
people like him are all alone 
and unknown, yet when they 
spill a little blood, the whole 
world knows who they are. 
A man who was known by 
no one is now known by 
everyone. 

“His face splashed across 
every screen, his name across 
the lips of every person on 
the planet, all in the course 
of one day. 


“Seems the more people 
you kill, the more you’re in 
the limelight.” 

Just three days earlier on 
that same profile, Mercer up- 
loaded “This World: Surviving 
Sandy Hook,” a documentary 
about the massacre of 20 
children in Newtown, Conn. 

The killer, whose father is 
British, also idolized the IRA 
and Nazis. His e-mail handle, 
lronCross45, is a reference 
to a Nazi war medal, and the 
sicko used the same term as 
his dating profile name. 

He wrote glowing reviews 
of Nazi memorabilia he 
had bought online and his 
MySpace page featured im- 
ages glorifying masked IRA 
fighters, praising them as 
“looking cool.” 

Mercer’s dating profile indi- 
cated he was a “conservative 
Republican.”

I have chronic fatigue, and my 
eyes dance around. It’s like 
having permanent vertigo. My 
face droops and people are 
really cruel.” 

Karly’s family slapped 
Carson — then director of 
pediatric neurosurgery at 
Baltimore’s Johns Hopkins 


Hospital — with a lawsuit. 

But in a 2011 affidavit, Carson 
shockingly called Karly’s post- 
op problems “unavoidable.” 

THE CONSERVATIVE can- 
didate, 64, built his medical 
reputation on being the first 
surgeon to successfully sep- 
arate twins conjoined at the 
head. But The ENQUIRER un- 
covered complaints about the 
married father of three dating 
back to 1986 — a year before 
his success with the twins. 

One alleged bungled op- 
eration involved a patient 
identified as John P. Sparco. 
In court papers, he claimed 
Carson and three other sur- 
geons operated on him to 
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EXCLUSIVE 


remove what they claimed 
was a deadly tumor. 

The tiny tumor turned out 
to be benign and non-life- 
threatening. But during the 
procedure, he suffered “ir- 
reversible” injuries, including 
deafness in one ear, dizziness 
and slurred speech. 

His lawyer said: “To strang- 
ers he appears to be drunk.” 

Carson was slammed for an- 
other alleged botched surgery 
in 1999. After he operated on 
a girl from Michigan, X-rays 
taken later at another hospi- 
tal found the patient’s severe 
post-op pain was the result of 
a shunt that was put in “up- 
side down.” 

In another horrifying case, a 


69-year-old Florida wom- 
an claimed her eardrums 
were perforated during a 
2008 operation for facial 
pain performed by Car- 
son's team. 

When the pain recurred, 
Carson told the patient, 
Darlene King, that she 
might have a tumor But 
surgery revealed the lump 
was actually '*a sponge he 
had left in (her) brain"!

Reynolds, 
accused Carson of negli- 
gence during 2010 spinal 
surgery on her 15-year- 
ofd son, Austin. He "is now 
paralyzed from the waist 
down," she claimed. 


Maryland patient Mary Per- 
na, 58, consulted Carson in 
1994 for side effects of mul- 
tiple sclerosis. According to 
Mary, he said the cure was 
brain surgery. 

When the surgery did noth- 
ing to help, she claimed 
Carson came into her hospi- 
tal room “in a highly agitated 
state,” and admitted he hadn’t 
reviewed pre-op MRIs. He al- 
legedly said that if he had, 
“We never would have done 
the (surgery).” 

In March 2013, Carson an- 
nounced he was retiring as 
a surgeon, saying: “I’d much 
rather quit when I’m at the top
